It is a source of satisfaction to all Geor- 
gians that the State currently finds itself 
in the best financial condition in its 
history. 


According to Auditor B. E. Thrasher, 
Jr., the State government ended the fiscal 
year just closed with a cash surplus of 
$1,399,365. This surplus accrued, in spite 
of augmented appropriations to health and 
education, by virtue of unprecedented 
revenue collections totaled $98,663,506.

That 
was the headline “LORD KITCHENER'’'S 
GRAVE ERROR.” That was the subhead., 

“Lord Kitchener,” said the historic challenge, 
“has starved the army in France of his explosive 
Shells 


“The admitted fact is that Lord Kitchener 
ordered the wrong kind of shell—the same kind 
which he used against the Boers in 1900! He 
persisted in sending shrapnel—a useless weapon 
in trench warfare.” 


N measured understatement, Lord Northcliffe 
then made the blanket charge: 

“The kind of shell our soldiers have had has 
caused the death of thousands.” 

Within a few hours after his newspapers went 
to press, the country rose against him 

“Never has a fouler blow been struck than 
this blow of Northcliffe’s against Kitchener.” 
That was the charge which R. Macnair Wilson, 

nd of Northcliffe, said rang then from one 
end of the country to the other. 

Idolators of Kitchener strode the streets of 
London in rage. They chanted venom against 
Lord Northcliffe. They stamped on his papers 
and spat on them, and on that day on the London 
Stock Exchange, they publicly burned the Daily 
Mail and The Times. 

Thousands took pledges never to read North- 
cliffe papers again; threatening letters poured 
into the Daily Mail office in Carmelite House; de- 
mands were made on the Government to arrest 
Lord Northcliffe as a traitor, send him to the 
Tower, and shoot him out of hand. 

Lord Northcliffe didn't budge, He was willing 
to risk everything to tell the truth, just as in 
the United States, Mr. Hearst was willing to take 
the risk in the same cause. 

Each faced the same opposition. Just as North- 
cliffe newspapers were burned in London, Hearst 
newspapers were burned in the United States, in 
one instance members of the vicious anti-Catholic 
group known as the Loyal Coalition going from 
Boston to Chicago to light the torch. 

Incendiary pamphlets, attacking Lord North- 
cliffe, fluttered across London; so did incendiary 
pamphlets, attacking Mr. Hearst, flutter in this 
country. Reactionaries, it seemed, would stop at 
nothing to oppose the publishers whose objective 
was to report the facts and thus reveal the truth 
of the way the war was going. 

Reporters for Mr. Hearst found later that the 
Loval Coalition was backed by British money and 
had no less a figurehead than Ambassador Sir 
Auckland Geddes; they clinched the matter when 
they obtained a letter written by him on Em.- 
bassy stationery in Washington when he was 
British Ambassador; the letter went from him 
to the Loyal Coalition in Boston, and the Boston 
American exposed the group

THE STEEPER CLIFF, by David 
Davidson; Random; 340 pp. $3. 


There is a sound rule-of-thumb 
in creating solid fiction or drama. 
Every character, be he “hero” or 
“villian,” male or female, old or 
voung, is in some degree a projec: 
tion of the author’s own ego. What 
the fictitious protagonist does is 
what the author might have done 
unaer similar stress. 

In tre case of a Shakespeare or 
a Tolstoy this is difficult to 
imagine since it presupposes such 
a rich and varied nature. But as 
any good writer can testify, it is 
Virtually impossible to write a be- 
‘lievable scene or give three dimen- 
sions to a character without inti- 
mately fceling and sharing every 
‘emotion depicted. Like a good 
‘actor or actress, the writer must 
“live” the part, And he must make 
the reader live it with him. 

What it all boils down to is an 
endless search for “self.”’ Like an 
amnesia victim in a hall of mirrors 
we seek a half-remembered face. 
We listen for a half-remernbered 
voice. Creative man goes in end- 
less search of his own identity. 

A striking and unforgettable ex- 

ample of such a search is to be 
found in “The Steeper Cliff,” by 
David Davidson, for her a young 
author of extreme sensitivity not 
only identifies himself with his 
hero, Andrew Cooper, whose as- 
signment is to rebuild the news- 
papers of Bavaria, but goes one 
long step further and lets Cooper 
identNy himself with a liberal 
German, Adam Lorenz, unbending 
victim of Nazi persecution. 
' The story in briefest outline is 
Cooper's search for Lorenz, one of 
the few unsullied newspapermen 
left in Germany. Cooper, in disre- 
gard of orders from above, be- 
lieves Lorenz would be the perfect 
editor for a _ reconstructed Ba- 
varian daily once known for its 
liberalism, but perverted by the 
Nazis. He practically goes AWOL 
in tracking down this ‘elusive 
paragon. 

In the course of this search, 


Cooper, who deeply regrets that | 


he was not a combat soldier, be- 
gins to believe that Lorenz is 
virtually his own alter-ego: that 
he too might have been heroic if 
put to a similar test: that he must 
find Adam Lorenz to discover the 
nature of courage if only vicar: 
iously. He meets and falls in love 
with Lorenz's young and beautiful] 
wife. Both realize that if they find 
Adam they lose each other. But

The largest employment figure 
in history was reported this week, 
industrial production hummed at 
record highs, labor and manage- 
ment had reached working agree- 
ments on most fronts—Qusiness, in 
a word, was good.

The inhalator, avhich will be re- 
named by the company distrib- 
uting it, has already been hailed 
as a great boon in the treatment 
of respiratory diseases by the med 
ical profession but to the officials 
of Design Development Corpora- 
tion it is even more than that. It 
is a pot-boiler which will make it 
possible for DDC to go on to new 
and, if not greater, at least differ- 
ent inventions. 

“We went into this business to 
develop inventions—-our own and 
other people's,’ Brown, former 
ghicf engineer at Bell Aircraft, re- 
ported. “You'd be surprised how 
many would-be inventors are loose 
in the world. Practically every- 
body you talk to has an idea he'd 
like to see worked out—something 
he needs in his business. some- 
thing that would make life easier 
and simpler at home. We're in the 
‘business. to help them develop 
their ideas.” 

Physicians, Brown said, are 
nearly all potential inventors 
They all have ideas for new de 
vices, new surgical instruments 
they could use in treating people.
